Eighteen Russian Politicians will 


Reside in Siberia. 


Moscow, May 19.—The trial of the 
members of the local Social Demo- 
cratic organization came to an end 
here today. Kighteen of the pri- 
soners were sentenced to perpetual 
exile in Siberia, and twenty others 
are to be imprisoned in a fortress 
for terms varying from one to three 
and a half years. 

The exiles inelude Professor Rech- 
off. of the University of Moscow, 
whose connection with the party for 
a number of years has been a mys- 
tery to the police The authorities 
were aware that one of th: most com 
petent members of the central com 
mittee resided permanently Raus- 
sia, but they never identified — this 
man with the university authority 
on Russian history When Profes- 
sor Rochkoff was betrayed ‘by _ his 
own carelessness, he went to 8t 
Petersburg, instead of fleeing abroad, 
and continued his activity under a 
false passport for four years before 
he was arrested in 1908, During .
